It was 
in this war that the Americans of unenviable 
notoriety, Ward and Burgevine took part, 
Burgevine at first having an Imperial command 
and afterward joining the rebels. The story of 
the war as told in this volume is exceedingly in- 
teresting to the general reader and valuable to 
the historical student.

THE PUBLIC SERVICE OF THE STATE OF 
NEW YORK. 

JAMES R. OsGoop & Co. are to be the pub- 
lishers of a magnificent work devoied to ‘* The 
Public Service of the State of New York.’’ 
The edition is limited to five hundred copies, 
and the price, per set of three royal quarto vol- 
umes, illustrated with 487 large plates of views 
and portraits, bound in full levant morocco, 
satin lining, gilt edges, is $400. 

The plan of the work is to give a complete 
history of the State of New York, tracing the 
growth and development of the commonwealth 
from the beginning ot the colonial government 
to the present ; to give a perfect representation 
of the State of New York, its institutions and 
great business interests, as they exist to-day. 
To this end the most competent writers in the 
State were secured, nearly three years ago, and 
their contributions have been carefully super- 
vised and prepared for the press. The history 
of each department of the government is fully 
recited, together with that of the business inter- 
est committed to its charge. In this way, the 
history of canals and railroads ; of trade and 
commerce ; of banking and insurance; of the 
control of criminals and the gifts of charity ; of 
agriculture, education, and medicine ; of the sur- 
veys of the State—of the rocks by geologists, 
and of the surface of the soil by engineers, and 
of other leading subjects in which the organized 
energies of the people of the State have been 
employed—is fully set forth. The executive, 
legislative, and judicial departments of the gov- 
ernment have passed through important changes ;

ARCHIVES OF MARYLAND. 
From the Baltimore Day. 

THE publication of ‘‘ Maryland Archives” un- 
der the authority of the State, but under the di- 
rection of the Maryland Historical Society, 
marks an epoch in the printing of State records, 
because the business has been removed from all 
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volume now before us is an elaborate calendar 
of the State archives of Maryland, giving in de. 
tail the contents of the various volumes of m 
script records received from Annapolis, together 
with the chronological limits of each group of 
materials, their defects, missing pages, an 
This calendar covers the entire documentary 
history of Maryland down to the year 17s, 
when the constitution of the United States went 
into operation. The volume now published 
contains an almost perfect exhibition of the 
legislation of Maryland from 1637 down to 
1664. Through correspondence with Mr. W. N. 
Sainsbury, of the public record office in Lon- 
don, many missing laws have been recovered 
Acts mentioned only by title in Bacon's ‘“‘ Laws 
of Maryland” are here given in full, a fact 
which will greatly rejoice many students ot 
Maryland history who have long been deplor- 


anu- 


ing the gaps and omissions in the legal his- 


tory of this State. The editorial skill of Dr 
Browne, aided by Mr. Lee, has been directed 


_ toward the chronological arrangement of legis-

Pror. E. A. SopnHocirs, of Harvard Univer- 
sity, born in Thessaly, 1807, died on Dec. 17, 
1883.
